You’ve  probably  seen  Hal  Kopp  in  assembly,  but  you  really 
haven’t  a picture  of  him  until  you’ve  seen  him  on  the  field 
athletic  jacket  and  brimmed  cap.  Then  you  know  he’s  all  business 
and  that  business  is  football. 

Coach  Takes  Big  Job

Invitational  Features  Prep, 

Stars  Competing  in  Track,  Tennis

The  43rd  annual  Brigham 
Young  University  Invitational 
Track  and  Field  Meet  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  best  ever  if 
one  considers  the  distances  and 
times  turned  in  by  the  states’ 
top  thinclads. 


Invitations  were  sent  to  all 
junior  colleges,  high  schools, 
and  junior  high  schools  within 
a radius  of  350  miles.  From 
these  institutions  come 
cream  of  the  crop  from  Colo- 
rado, Wyoming,  Idaho,  Nevada, 
and  Utah — boys  who  win  their 
state  meets  in  the  spring  and 
summer  sports. 

Times  could  be  obtained  for 
only  Utah  cindermen,  but  they 
alone  show  that  a few  records 
may  be  in  jeopardy.  The  time 
of  9.9  in  the  century  event  has 
stood  since  1937  and  shouldn’t 
too  much  danger  of  being 
broken,  although  Brimley  of 
East  High,  Salt  Lake  City  has 
turned  in  a 10.2;  Steele,  Pang- 
uitch,  a 10.4,  and  Ted  Richards 
of  Jordan,  a 10.5. 

’1’hree  long  seconds  would 
have  to  be  cut  off  the  220  yard 
dash  in  order  for  that  goal  to 
be  overtaken.
